The following are some items which you may want to explore during the 
course of your conversations in Saigon: 

-- Reconnaissance - What is the state of enemy activity north of 
20 degrees. If there is a delay in completing the agreement 
in Paris, will we need to resume manned reconnaissance and 
monitor the mine fields more closely. 

-- Baseline Data - General Weyand has suggested full inventories 
of enemy and South Vietnamese military equipment and stocks 
located in South Vietnam as a baseline -sTwhich to measure 
replacements. It is questionable whether the enemy will accept 
this or whether it could be verified. It obviously is the ideal 
way to proceed but it may be necessary, as Dick Kennedy has 
pointed out, to simply monitor the inflow of equip ment amd^^ 
require that the piece of equipment being replaced be mb* d at 
the time that a new one is allowed to enter tljie country. The 
problem, of course, is that surveillance record keeping on 
our side will probably be reasonably accurate whereas there 
will be many loopholes on the other side.
